J. Howard Williams and others 
relative to the organization of 
State water agencies appear to be 


* developing considerable support, 


according to Sacramento obsérvers. 
The measures were not introduced 
as contributions of the Joint Wa- 
ter Problems committee, but were 
introduced by Senator Williams on 
his own volition and include the 
ideas which he believes have the 


approval of a substantial group of | 


people in the state. 


‘S. B. 1655 creates the Depart- 
ment of\| Water Resources with 
functions now vested in the Divi- 
sion of Water Resources, plus the 
function of state-wide planning 
iw vested in the State Water Re- 
sources board, headed by a direc- 
tor appointed by the Governor, and 
a deputy director state engineer, 
who is a qualified civil engineer 
appointed under the State Civil 
Service Act. 

The bill revises functions of the 
State Water Resources Board to 
make it a policy-making and ap- 
peals board with the duty of es- 
tablishing policy to control the 
activities of the department and to 
hear and determine appeals from 
any person aggrieved by any action 
of the department. 

The measure deletes the power 
of both board and department to 
engage in construction, operation 


or maintenance of any water proj- | 


ect (other than flood control proj- 
ects) or the preparation of con- 
struction plans (as distinguished 
from the state-wide planning) for 
such projects, thus charging the 
department with (1) development 
of a coordinated state-wide plan 
for the development of the water 
resources; and (2) the adminis- 
tration of water rights and super- 
vision of dams, both in conformity 
with the policy established by the 
board. 

The bill permits the Water Re- 
sources board to cooperate with 
local agencies in connection with 
flood control matters and adminis- 
ter the provisions relative to con- 
struction of flood control projects 
and concerning participation of 
the State in activities for which 
Federal funds would be made 
available. It eliminates the board’s 
power to negotiate with local agen- 
cies in connection with construc- 
tion of water projects. 

The measure provides that 
where the Legislature hereafter 
approves a state plan for develop- 
ment of water resources, that plan 
would become a,declaration of pub- 
lic interest on which the depart- 
ment may rely for purposes of re- 
jecting or conditioning permits to 
appropriate water. 

S. B. 1656 revises the provisions 
relating to the Water Project au- 
thority to provide a membership of 
five specially qualified persons ap- 
pointed by the Governor who rep-

‘In the Mentz building, Joseph 
Richardson had opened a dry goods 
store about 1910; he’moved to the 
Monache building, in the block 
north of Putnam, in 1916 or ’17, 


and finally sold about 1920 or ’21. 
When the J. C. Penney store came 
to Porterville in 1919, it located 
in the Mentz building and remain- 
ed there until 1938 when it was 
moved to the building erected for 
earned over the Slough, by John 

aninovich, on the west side of 
Main street farther south. Therce- 
fore when L. E. Jones moved into 
phe Mentz building, his hardware 
store occupied the half not occu- 
pied by Penney’s. 

Allen Bullard, who had been in 
Porterville in 1910, coming from 
Los Angeles, joined in 1912 the 
sales staff of Joseph Richardson 
in the Mentz building. (He mar- 
ried Helen Lyng in Porterville.) 
In 1916, in connection with his 
fathere for awhile, he opened his 
own dry goods store in the north 
portion of the Putnam-Price build- 
ing and remained there until 1928 
when he moved to the Monache 
building. The Prices, who had, 
after the Burfords left, taken over 
the whole floor and cut an arch 
between the two parts, in 1916 
closed the arch and used only the 
south half, by moving their furni- 
ture upstairs. So after Allen Bul- 
ward left, the part he had vacated 
was used as a restaurant — by Ed- 
die Taylor and by Joe Hiller and 
McDonald, and perhaps by others. 
% North ‘of the Putnam building 
that centers the block, after 
the fire of 1897, Dr. Chapman 
did not rebuild on his old site, but 
instead built the two-story brick 
building at the north corner for 
his drug store, at Mill. On the old 
drug store site, in a building (per- 
haps erected by Calderwood him- 
self) ‘‘Scotty’’ Calderwood opened 
his enlarged Scotty’s Chophouse; 
he had a small counter on the 
north corner before the fire. 

This was probably the most 
widely known and popular busi- 
ness ever operated on this particu- 
lar Porterville block. The descrip- 
tion by Webb Loyd shows how it 
was possible at that period to fur- 
nish good food at cheap prices; 
Webb Loyd was in the Chophouse 
first as a cook and then as a part- 
ner. The Orange Pool hall was| 
next north of Scotty’s; and an 
arch was cut between the two plac-

es. Another saloon was just north 
of that. 

It was in those three places that 
Jim McKinney on a spree one night 
in April, 1903, “shot up the town” 
and started his final career as a 
fugitive. He had visited other 
saloons’on this and other blocks. 
Drinking places, under any name, 
detract from civilization instead of 
adding to it; Jim McKinney was 
their product, who otherwise 
might have been a useful and 
pleasant citizen of Porterville. 

In recent years the west side of 
Main street between Mill and Oak 
Streets presents some changes be- 
sides the transfer of the owner- 
ship of the Putnam-Price and 
Mentz buildings. At the north 
corner (Mill street), Dr. Chap- 
man’s building was bought, after 
the death of his daughter, Mrs. 
Tennie Trefry, by Mrs. Bessie Hol- 
ston, daughter of David Vaughn, 
early sheepman. It was already 
occupied by the Towne Shoppe, 2 
women’s dress shop started about 
1921 by Gerston’s, a Fresno com- 
pany; not long afterwards this 
business was sold to Bennie 
Straus, Jr., of San Jose, who also 
had a Fresno shop. : 

Mrs. Montana McCoy has been 
the manager; she had come to Por- 
terville in 1923 and was first 
at Leggett’s. (Her children: Rob- 
ert McCoy Jr., Viva McCoy or Mrs. 
Geo. Premo, Mark McCoy, and 
Frank McCoy, grew up here.) 


Some who have occupied the of- 
fices in the upstairs of the Chap- 
man building are: Dr. Byron Car- 
penter, (dentist father of Dr. Leon- 
ard Carpenter); the law office of 
E. L. Lindsay; and of late years, 
Dr. Blackman, Dr. McKay, and Dr.

And he predicted that because 
of better farming methods, there 
will still be agricultural abund- 
ance in America, and in Califor- 
nia, during the next 25 years. 

Scientific research and technol- 
ogy have been the key to increas- 
ing agricultural production, Mad- 
son said. The nation has had 
about 650 million acres under cul- 
tivation for the past 25 years, but 
on this acreage, farmers are now 
producing about 30 per cent more 
than they did 25 years ago. 

“Some say we are ruining our 
land by intensified farming,’’ the 
| Speaker said, ‘‘but we continue to 
|produce more and more from the 
{same amount of land.” 
| He cited as an example of scien- 
| tifie development the case of Cali- 
fornia cotton, which, 25 years ago, 
was of poor quality and difficult 
to sell. But through scientific re- 
isearch, it was determined what 
was wrong with the cotton, then 
| through a plant breeding program, 
quality was improved to a point 
where California cotton was 
sought by Eastern mills, and pro- 
duction was increased from 470 
,pounds per acre in 1930 to 780 
pounds if 1954.
